a solid peace move it nearer now 
than it has been for a long time.

A main reason which has led 


the British to think the time may 
be near for a Korean peace offer 
is the resounding defeat of the 
latest 
Communist offensive by 


UN forces. 


Pursuit End* 


Informants noted with 
• some 


statement today in which the UN 
optimism Gen. James Van Fleet's 
field commander said the "pursuit 
phase" of the operations against 
tho Reds now has ended. 


From this position of strength, 


Britain has argued it should be 
possible to achieve two generally 
agreed UN goals:' 


1. To show the world aggression 


in Korea has been defeated, its 
renewal hnlted and peace restored. 


2. To convince the Chinese that 


UN forces have no intention of 
conquering1 North Korea. 


The British views have been 


made known during continuing ex- 
changes in Washington among the 
14 United Nations which have sent 
troops into the Korean battles. 


Tell of Discussions 


A foreign office spokesman said 


at a daily news conference today 
Britain has been discussing pos- 
sibilities of gaining peace in Ko- 
rea "over a long perod" with the 
United States, other UN coun- 
tries concerned and the Common- 
wealth nations.

Korean Vet Threatens Jump 
From Window, Saved by Pals 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—A 35-year-old Korean war veteran who 


threatened to jump from a tenth-floor hotel window early today re- 
laxed his vigilance to rrfakn the sign of the cross and was grabbed 
and saved by two enlisted men. 


Pvt. Maurice W. McClanahan, 


one of the captors, said the would- 
be suicide was Lt. Thomas W. 
Grant, father of two young chil- 
dren, of New York City. 


Grant was taken to the army's 


Walter Reed hospital after his 
rescue.' The army doctor who in- 
terviewed him said he is a patient 
at Valley Forge, army hospital, 
outside Philadelphia, and came to 
Washington yesterday 
afternoon 


on leave. The doctor said Grant 
Is suffering from "severe combat 
reaction." 


Here, the doctor said, Grant 


met a fellow officer and Korean 
veteran. The meeting "stirred up 
old memories," apparently plung- 
ing Grant Into a suicidal depres- 
sion. 


McClanahan and Pvt. Frank H. 


Manthos spent over an hour in 
Grant's room trying to talk turn 


out of jumping. Police were call- 
ed and talked to Grand about him- 
self. The only explanation Grant 
would give for^his desire to jump 
was that he was "disturbed" and 
that he had been in Korea. Grant 
told them he had been in the army 
10 years, and had been Sommis- 
sioned from the ranks. 


Police learned Grant was a 


member of the Roman Catholic 
church and called the Rev. Pat- 
rick .1. Naglc to come to the room. 


Father Nagle recited the rosary. 
As the priest closed, Grant lifted 


the hand with which he might 
have pushed himself out of the 
window to bless himself with the 
sign of the cross.

ernments on the possibility of a 
truce in Korea. 


Bradley Also Kcfu.sed 


Gon. Omar Bradley, chairman 


of the joint chiefs of staff, when 
In the witness chair earlier, also 
refused to testify about the White 
House talks. 
However, Bradley 


said he had not consulted Mr. 
Trumnn as to whether or not ho 
should tell about them.

drip of leaky plumbing, for in 
stance, not only raises hob with 
your attempts to count sheep a' 
night, but produces a nasty shock 
when the' bill comes in from the 
water department. 


That alow dripping sound gen- 


erally indicates the sort of leak 
you can fix yourself. Most of the 
.time it's nothing more than a 
-%'orn-out washer. Since washers 
take a -beating every time you 
turn the water on and off, they're 
bound to wear out from time to 
time, and pretty soon you'll gel 
in the habit of keeping a supply 
of various sizes in your tool kit.

It may sound superfluous, but 


remember to turn off the water 
leading to a fixture before you 
•tart your repair job. Nearly all 


plumbing Installations of recent 


vintage have shut-off valves on 
the pipes below the faucets; if 
yours doesn't shut off the main 
water supply. 


Then wrap a cloth around the 


faucet cap, loosen

wrench, and unscrew the faucet 
stem.

you'll find the screw that holds the 
. washer in place. 
A screwdriver 


takes care of this phase of the

placed the worn washer with a 
new one of exactly the same size, 
just Just reverse the whole pro< 
cess. 


If this doesn't stop the leak, it 


may be because you've let it drip 
too long and damaged the valve 
seat, which is down inside the 
faucet, with the worn-out washer. 
You'll need a gadget called a 
valve-seat reamer,

If the leak isn't a drip from the

In our last column we discussed 


a hand held by a correspondent. 
With both sides needing 50 points 
for the initial meld, he put down 
three queens and three tens at his 
first turn. This left him with 9-8- 
6-5-4, a worthless assortment if I 
ever saw one. 


I pointed out that the meld was 


unwise, but did not cover all the 
interesting points raised by this 
hand. It isn't necessarily unsound 
to, meld six or more cards from 
your hand when you need only 
50 points. It's possible to have a 
reasonably good meld of this kind. 


For example, suppose you make 


your first draw from the stockpile 
and then hold: 


Q-Q-Q-Q, 6-6-8, J-9-4, 2-2. 
You may consider a meld of 


Q-Q-Q-2, which will leave you with 
seven cards (after your discard). 
However, your hand will not then 
be particularly good for taking 
the discard pile. You will have only 
seven cards against two eleven- 
card hands. Moreover you will have 
only one pair in your hand, a ..se- 
rious handicap in view of the fact 
that the opponents will probably 
freeze the pack. 


A better course Is to meld all 


four queens and the three sixes. 
This takes seven cards out of your 
hand, but leaves' you with two 
wild cards and two odd cards. 


You advertise accurately enough 


an excellent play for out. If your 
partner can add one queen or two 
sixes, you will add one of your 
deuces to bring the meld up to six 
cards. This virtually 
commands

your partner to complete the ca- 
nasta if he can—even at the ex- 
pense of his only wild card. 


You will be left, then, with a 


wild card and two odd cards. You 
will be able to meld out as soon 
as you can match one of your odd 
cards. The whole process of meld- 
ing should take only two or three 
rounds of play,' perhaps less, and 
the prospect is excellent that you 
will catch your opponents flat- 
footed. 


You won't make a fortune on 


such a hand, but should score 
about 500 points or so while the 
opponents lose about 200 points. 
Your net gain on the hand should 
be about 700 points. This is noth- 
ing to send the blood pounding 
through your veins, but it's a lot 
better than a long drawn-out 
struggle in whihc the opponMts 
finally win a thousand points. 


The point to remember is that 


the hand is rather poor material 
for capturing-the discard pile but 
it is practically a setup for meld- 
ing out. Let the nature of the 
hand dictate your course of action.

Two correspondents have re- 


cently written letters which indi- 
cated that they were much con- 
fused about agranulocytosis, gra- 
nulocytopenia and the relations 
between these conditions and vari- 
ous forms of leukemia, the white 
blood cells and certain drugs. As 
soon as laymen start tossing 
around terms like these, they are 
bound to get bewildered. 


All of them are related to the 


white blood cells or leucocytes. 
Everyone has these cells in the 
blood where they perform an im- 
portant function, particularly In 
combatting infection wherever it 
may strike the body. 


There are several kinds of white 


cells; the number can be counted 
and the kinds studied, the latter 
by smearing a small amount of 
blood on a glass slide, staining it 
and looking at the smear under 
a microscope. Normally there are* 
about 7,500 white cells in a cubic 
millimeter of blood and there is a 
fairly constant relation between 
the different kinds of cells. 


In the presence of infecting 


germs the number of white cells is 
usually increased and counting 
them is often an aid in diagnosis 
of appendicitis. This increase is 
called leucocytosis. 


But sometimes the number of 


white cells is decreased below 
normal and this is called granulo- 
cytopenia. This can be serious if 
infections arise, simply because 
there are not enough cells to fight 
the germs. 


Many cases of granulocytopcnia 


have resulted from drugs. This is 
a puzzling thing because it is only 
the occasional person who gets 
such a reaction but it does seem 
to be a sort of individual poison- 
ing. Recovery usually takes place, 
Agranulocytosis is also a condition 
in which the number of white 
cells Is lessened and this Is usually 
ushered In with a sore throat 


RELATION TO LEUKEMIA 


So far as is known neither gran- 


ulocytopcnia or 
agranulocytosis 


is related to leukemia. In the lat- 
ter some of the white cells grow 
wild; they are generally increased 
in number—sometimes enormous- 
ly—and appear in the blood in 
immature and abnormal forms.

arrives is dusting the condenser of the mechanical refrigerator, house- 
hold equipment specialists of the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
remind homemakers. The condenser is a series of coils and metal 
fins which releases into the outside air, the heat taken from the food 
compartment. 


In electric refrigerators, the condenser is located either in the 


motor compartment or at the back of the refrigerator. Keeping It 
clean helps keep the refrigerator in good condition and preventes over- 
working the motor, especially in hot weather.

Buying Sugar 


The many U. S. housewives who 


will be preserving fruits this year 
can make sure of the sugar they 
will need and help the national 
situation by starting now to buy 
for summer use instead of waiting 
for the last minute rush when fruit 
is ripe. 


Buying ahead, in an orderly 


manner, the sugar the household 
will need, is not hoarding but 
thrift. 


This spring, the buying of sugar 


has 
been abnormally 
low—one 


eastern refinery has been closed 
for a period. This irregular flow 
of sugar from refiners to local 
distributors becomes too slow in 
spring, then summer shortages 
may easily occur. This will not be 
due to a short sugar supply, but 
because distribution takes time. 


This year, early movement of 


sugar is so important because the 
international 
situation 
has cut 


down facilites for ocean shipping, 
and because the defense program', 
plus an increasing shortage of box 
cars is taxing the railroads. During 
the summer and fan, when sugar 
is in greatest demand, railroads 
will be loaded with grain. 


Attend Craft Center 


A craft training center is being 


sponsored this summer at the 4-H 
Memorial Camp, Monticello, 111., by 
the Illinois Extension Service for 
anyone who is interested in crafts 
and craft teaching. 


Clay modeling, pottery making, 


taught at this camp. New methods 
of glazing have been developed so 
that only one firing is needed and 
objects can be finished in three 
days. The regular type of glazing 
which is more attractive takes 
five days. 


Instructor at the camp will be 


Prof. John Klassen, Bluffton Col- 
lege, Ohio. Klassen was trained in 
art for nine years in Switzerland 
and Germany and has in recent 
years been a pioneer in bringing 
art to the people. He has developed 
methods of teaching ceramics and 
wood carving so that many people 
may learn from experience in these 
crafts. 


The camp will be limited to six 


or eight trainees in each period for 
maximum instruction. Three, four 
and five-day periods are available 
at the camp during June, July and 
August. The campers will sleep in 
tents and eat in the main dining 
hall with the regular 4-H campers.

Blanching—a "Must" 


Some Illinois homemakers have 


asked if they can omit the blanch- 
ing step when preparing vegetables 
for the freezer. 


Dr. Frances O. Van Duyne, foods 


research specialist. University of 
Illinois College of 
Agriculture, 


says that every vegetable except 
rhubarb needs to be blanched be- 
fore freezing. 


Research at the home economics 


foods laboratory shows that the 
blanching step—scalding 
before 


packaging—has distinct effects on 
color, flavor, nutritive value, and 
packageability. The boiling water 
treatment checks the enzyme ac- 
tion which would produce unde- 
sirable changes in the vegetables. 


The color of green vegetables is 


"set" when they are blanched. For 
example, peas have a bright green 
color when frozen after scalding 
and a pale graying-green color 
when unblanched. Spinach 
and 


beets darken if they are not 
blanched. 


Flavors of unblanched vegeta- 


bles are "hay-like," *aya Dr. Van 
Duyne. Asparagus, spinach and 
beans have an especially grassy

Vegetables that arc unblanched 


lose almost 100 per cent of their 
vitamin C value, explains the re- 
search specialist. There is also a 
loss during the scalding, she says, 
but it is only slight in comparison 
to the loss when blanching is omit- 
ted. 


More efficient use of freezer 


space is possible when vegetables 
are blanched. The scalding slightly 
wilts the vegetables so that more 
goes into a package. 


Eat Raw Spinach 


The next time you buy fresh 


spinach or gather It from your 
garden, try using some of it raw. 


Miss Betty Johnson, foods spe- 


cialist, University of Illinois Col- 
lege of Agriculture, says we should 
use vegetables—including spinach 
—in the raw state as much as pos- 
sible. "Almost all natural foods 
have a place in salad-making, and 
we don't use them enough," says 
Miss Johnson. 


Salads made from fresh raw 


vegetables supply part of the min- 
erals, vitamins and bulk that we 
need In our diet. 


Some spinach salads that you'll 


want to try are spinach with curly 
endive and lettuce; spinach with 
hot bacon dressing; and chopped 
spinach with shredded cabbage, 
carrots and peanuts.

Crisis Grows 
After Premier 
Reads Letter 
Chooses to Gain 
Oil Control or 
'Be Destroyed* 


TEHRAN—(AP)—Hussein -Ma- 


ki, right-hand man of Nationalist 
Premier Mohammed Mossadegh, 
said today Iran either will achieve 
her goal of nationalization of oil 
or "we will be destroyed and all 
the world with us." 


This statement—described as the 


most inflammatory yet made by 
any responsible member of Mossa- 
dekh's group—was given to re- 
porters shortly after the premier 
read to a secret session of the sen- 
ate the test of President Truman's 
letter urging Iran to try to settle 
peacefully the explosive British- 
Iranian Oil dispute. 


Maki, vWho is secretary of the 


joint parliamentary 
commission 


appointed to take over the vast 
resources of the 
British-owned 


Anglo-Irandian Oil company, said, 
"We have burned all bridges be- 
hind us and there is no way of re- 
treat." 


"We havfe reached a stage that 


either we will reach our goal and 
be prosperous or we will be de- 
stroyed and all the world with us," 
he told a news conference. 


Message "Strong" 


A senator who was present at 


the secret session termed Presi- 
dent ^Truman's message to Iran 
"very strong." Although the text 
of the letter still has not been 
made available, reliable sources 
say he expressed "great concern" 
over the oil crisis and urged Iran 
to negotiate with Britain on the 
basis of the principle of national- 
ization. 


(The president also sent a let- 


ter to Prime Minister Attlee. Lon- 
don informants said he urged the 
British to try to satisfy some of 
Iran's demands in the dispute and 
work toward a settlement. The 
British government, which owns 
53 per cent of the stock of the 
billion dollar Anglo-Iranian 
Oil 


company, is resisting nationaliza- 
tion). 


A reliable source who said he 


had seen the Truman letter to 
Mossadegh gave this version of 
what the president said: 


Shows Concern 


"I am greatly concerned over 


the explosive situation which ex- 
ists at present between Britain and 
Iran, 


"I welcome, however, the fact 


that you are willing and indeed 
anxious to receive a delegation in- 
cluding, if necessary (British) gov- 
ernment members for the purpose 
of negotiations on the basis of 
principle of nationalization; and I 
tiope to persuuade the British gov- 
ernment to send such a delega- 
tion." 


The president's letter also was 


said to have urged Iran to take 
no action which would deteriorate 
relations with Britain. 


One of the senators present when 


the president's letter was read said 
it was received with neither strong 
opposition nor particularly favor- 
able reaction.

WASHINGTON, (AP)—A U. S. 


court of appeals has upheld the 
spying-for-Russia 
conviction of 


Judith Coplon, former government 
girl, but attached conditions that 
may win her a new trial. 


In a unanimous decision here 


yesterday, the court ruled that the 
arrest of the tiny brunette was 
lawful. 


Then the court, dividing 2 to 1, 


said the former Justice department 
worker is entitled to a new trial 
if she can prove FBI agents listen- 
ed through, a wiretapping device 
to her phone talks with her at- 
torney. 


In holding Miss Coplon's arrest 


was lawful, the court here found 
itself in conflict with the court of 
appeals for the second circuit (New 
York). 
, £ 


In a'decision last December, the 


New York court said the arrest 
by FBI agents without a warrant 
was illegal and that government 
documents found in her purse 
should not have been admitted as 
evidence against her in her New 
York trial. Miss Coplon and Valen- 
tin A. Gubitchev, a Russian engi- 
neer, were arrested in New York 
March 4, 1949. 


Miss Coplon was convicted here 


n June, 1949, after a 10-week trial 
on charges of removing extracts 
and summaries of FBI reports 
with the intention of passing them 
on to Russia. 


In the end, the supreme court 


presumably will have to decide 
which of the appeals courts is 
right.
